Applicants have avoided this ground of rejection for the following reasons. 

Applicants' independent claim 1 limitation, as amended, how recites, 

"a control component that comprises an interface usable by an 
administrator to designate one or rriore tones . and one or more 
announcements that are playable in a communication session as 
interruptible. wherein the one or more tones designated as interruptible 
are not limited to dial tone information streams * 

As stated in the Office Action, Eltstrom does not teach this limitation. . 
Applicants note that Pelletier does not teach the limitation either. Instead, 
Pelletier discloses that a subscriber may press a key on a telephone to inte'rhjpt • v >£K;p^ 
a dial tone information sti^arn. as stated In paragraph 0023. However, contrary 
to applicants' claim 1, Pelletier does not teadh that the one or more tones ■ <■■ . 
.;' designated as interruptible .a ; r£ jhpt. "-"Cirir^ ft^^X^^!-'^J-^9Vi streams.,' as i;-/r ;; 

recited in applicants' claim 1. This Is because Pelletier only interrupts dial tones

Independent clainis 14 and 20 e£6h Hay6 Si limitation similar to that pf -J; 
independent claim 1, which was shown is not taught by the proposed 
combination. For example, claims 14 and 20 recite, H , wherein the one or more 
tones designated as intenruptible are not limited to dial tone information streams". 
The proposed combination of Ekstrom and Pelletier does riot teach this limitation 
for the above-mentioned reasons. Therefore, cl^im^ \A and 20 are likewise 
allowable over the proposed combination Since cl£ irii$ 1 5-1 9 depend frCrh claim 
14, these dependent claims ate also allowable over the proposed combmation.
